BAY SHORE ROM 
COHINGIN ITS OWN 

The following article published in 
the Chronicle last Sunday is in line 
with what The Enterprise has said 
several times during the past year, 
that it is up to the big metropolis to 
finish what this county has done in 
constructing a modern highway along 
the bay shore from Uncle Tom’s Cabin 
to the San Francisco boundary 



A new canyon heretofore uncharted 
on the maps has recently been dis¬ 
covered by H. J. Banta of the 
Pierce-Arrow Coast Sales Company, 
Inc. This canyon is practically 
within the city limits and only a few 
feet from the new bay shore boule¬ 
vard. 

In order to put to shame any 
“‘Doubting Thomas,” photographs 
were taken. 

Through the courtesy of W. F. Cul¬ 
berson, general manager of the 
Pierce-Arrow Coast Sales Company, 
Banta and a local representative of 
the B. F. Goodrich Rubber Company’s 
Touring Bureau recently went on a 
trip of inspection in the immediate 
vicinity of San Francisco in order to 
suggest for the convenience of the 
tourists a pleasant round trip over 
our boulevards for a Saturday after¬ 
noon or Sunday. 

The original schedule was to as¬ 
cend Twin Peaks by the new boule¬ 
vard and then to proceed along Cor¬ 
bett road to Junipero Serra boulevard, 
with refreshments at Uncle Tom’s 
Cabin. Instead of returning home the 
same way, it was the intention to use 
the splendid new bay shore boule¬ 
vard recently constructed by San 
Mateo county. The pathfinders dis¬ 
covered, however, that the new Twin 
Peaks boulevard is still in process of 
construction and will not be open for 
traffic for probably two or more 
months. It was discovered also that 
the San Francisco end of the new 
bay shore boulevard has not as yet 
been completed. The new boulevard 
joins the old San Bruno road, but this 
is at present undergoing repairs and 
should not be recommended for a 
pleasure trip in its present condition. 

San Mateo county has done her 
part in making a wonderful pleasure 
drive of the bay shore road, but in 
order to make it available for San 
Francisco autoists, our city authori¬ 
ties must do their share in making 
the connecting link into the city a 
pleasurable one. 

Despite the torn up condition of 
the streets at the end of this trip and 
the many rough spots, no bumps or 
jars were experienced by Banta and 
his party. This was due both to the 
wonderful perfection of the Pierce- 
Arrow and also to the extraordinary 
flexibility of the Silvertown tires. 
These tires made you feel as if you 
were gliding through air instead of 
traveling along what is at present an 
uneven road, and have been well 
called “The Tire Ideal.” 
f The discovery of the canyon was 
made toward the San Francisco end 
of the bay shore road, not far from 
Butchertown. 

This bay shore road, when properly 
connected with the city, will unques¬ 
tionably make a wonderfully popular 
drive and will undoubtedly help in 
relieving the congested condition of 
the Mission road on Sundays by offer¬ 
ing another delightful trip to the 
autoist instead of one over well-worn 
trails.
